At 3:43 p. M., on June 6,1968, a telephone call 
wae received at the Buffalo Office of the Federal Bureau 

• of Investigation from TAYLOR CALDWELL, an authoress, whose 
true name Is Mrs. JANET T. C. REBACK, and who resides at 
34 Audley End, Buffalo (26), New York. 

• Miss CALDWELL Immediately referred to a letter 
she had recently mailed to the Buffalo Office of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation predicting "that something terrible 
was going to happen," to the fact that on June 4, 1968, a 
Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation had 
telephonlcally discussed this letter with her, and she 
stated she now wished to furnish additional developments. 

She said that on the afternoon of JUne 4, 1968, 
shortly after discussing her letter with a Special Agent of 
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the Federal Bureau of Investigation, she had gone outside to 
plait some flowers in front of neqr home. While so engaged,, 
she noticed a young man on a motor-bike ride by in the street 
in front of her home several times, 'finally, this young man 
stopped directly in front of her home And commenced speaking 
with her. She states she was surprised trS^ee on close ob- 
servation that this young man was a Negro, 'Whereas when she 
had seen him from a slight distance, he appeared to be 
Caucasian. 


According to Miss CALDWELL, the first thing 'this 
young Negro said to her was, "Do you know DONALD JACKSON?" 


Miss CALDWELL said she replied, "I know him well." 
(Miss CALDWELL explained at this point that she knows a 
Negro in Buffalo named DONALD JACKSON, who is head of the 
Donald Jackson Foundation, the purpose of which is to raise 
money to provide educational scholarships for meritorious 
and needy Negro students . She stated that she has given 
financial and other assistance to DONALD JACKSON, and im- 
mediately assumed that this is the DONALD JACKSON the young 
man was inquiring about.) 

Miss CALDWELL went on to state that the next thing 
the young Negro said to her was "Did you tell Secret Service 
what our friend in New York wanted you to tell them?" 
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Miss CALDWELL said she replied, "You mean about , 
the Negro woman?" 

The young man allegedly said, "Not Ndt Ycu've got 
that mixed up. 


Miss CALDWELL allegedly replied, "I told the FBI." 


The young Negro then allegedly replied, "You should 
have told the Secret Service. Anyway, It's too late now.” 


Miss CALDWELL stated that almost Immediately 
thereafter, the young Negro drove away on his motor bike, 
the entire conversation having lasted about one or two 
minutes. She stated that she had never seen this young 
Negro before, and described him as about 19 years of age, 
wearing a dark sleeveless shirt, blue Jean trousers, and 
as being very well spoken. She conjectured he Is a stu- 
dent because strapped on the back seat of his motor bike 
had been two or three text books.

signed by JANET MrTSEBACK (pen name Taylor^Caldwell) of 
34 Audley End, Eggartsville, N. Y. The letter has been ao- 
propriately acknowledged. 


In this letter REBACK referred to one HERBERT HARRIS 
whom she met in 1928 at Hornell, N. Y. At that time, HARRIS 
was a young man and a graduate of the University of Syracuse. 


REBACK alleged in her letter that in 1928 HARRIS 
"attempted to convert me to the Communist viewpoint." 


Subsequent to 1928, REBACK had occasional contact 
with HARRIS. In 1941 or 1942, he "called" her from Washing- 
ton and stated he had been appointed to a position in Washing- 
ton "to help fight the Nazis and save our noble Ally, Russia."

Before the publication of the book in the^Unfte3^- 
States, all our foreign publishers had cabled us for galleys, which were duly ^ 
sent.,:, ^^no ti,me had any of them refused a book; they were particularly ei@^| 
thus ia Stic about the galleys-^of THE DEVIL'S ADVOCATE. Then, all at once^4-I 
our English, Swedish, Norwegian, Dutch and Danish publishers rejected tbe^^|- 
book, with lame excuses. Only France, Italy and Spain .took it; our FrenchWt^ 
publisher said, "No matter who brings pressure to bear on me not to publish 
it, I am going to publish it!" He-made no other comment. ' 

I know coincidences happen, but I am now wondering if Herbert 
Harris, in his high position in the State Department, has not had a hand in 
this, and if he has not been behind the sudden decision of the Government not 
to buy any more of our books for overseas libraries and the armed services, 
and the pressure which was put on our foreign publishers not to publish THE 
DEVIL’S ADVOCATE. ' ' 

I am the only major best-selling novelist in the United .States who 
is not tainted by "liberalism" and Communism, and who has never belonged 
to a Communist front. As a result the press, which is mainly "liberal, " has 
been furiously attacking me for years in their alleged "reviews. " It seems, 
according to a raft of reviews now coming in about our new book, 'THE SOUND 
OF THUNDER, " that, because I state oyer and over again in this book, and 
in nation-wide talks, flhat a man's first duty is to God and his Country, and 
that Communism is a vile heresy against the nature of God and man, that my 
ideas are "anachronistic" and "alectic, " One major review was particularly 
abusive, stating that the book was "unaccountably weighted on the side of 
religion, " Apparently the American Communists, and their fellow-traveling 
liberals, having scored sue!) triumphs against Joe McCarthy, the House an- 
Ame rican Committee, and the FBI, feel strong enough now to attack religion 
in accordance with their directives from Moscow. - The New York Times, 
who used to give us marvelous reviews until 1946 when they discovered we 
were not "liberals, " always reviewed our books, though abusive since 1946. 

They have not reviewed THE SOUND OF THUNDER, which is unprecedented. 

As one of their editors wrote me in February, 1951, "If you wrote WA R AND 
PEA.CE tomorrow, we’d give you no credit for it. (Our) critics are laying 
for you. " In our bitterness, we are beginning to wonder what protection an 
anticommunist has in the United Otates now, had we been Con.' .moists we'd 
have had the enthusiastic support of the press and would now be very wealthyj 
for, as liberal writers told me in New York, with contempt, that had we been 
"liberals" we'd not have had to pay any taxes, or only token payments. Per- 
haps if my husband had fought with the Spanish Communists, as did Hemingway, | 
we'd now be the darlings of the American press arid the Government. 

I had always had my suspicions of a psychiatrist in Buffalo, one 
Dr^Sa whom I wrote you before. We broke off friendly 
relations'" withTfumeeveral years ago, as his proCommunist remarks angered 
us. He bragged to us that he had three agents of the Internal Revenue Service 
"in the palm cf my hand, " and that he was treating these men. At one time he 
was so angered, in 1949, by my condemnations of Communism, that he warned 
me I would "get into trouble. " I have just heard, through a friend, that he has 
been openly boasting that he "set" the Internal Revenue Service on us, to "put?.; 
us out of business, " "with their fascist ideas." I knew t-he man was a fool, but 
this has gone beyond folly. He laughed to me, in 1952, that people write to the
